RAILS, EMPLOYES 
REACH AGREEMENT 
ON WAGE INGREASE 


10 Per Cent Cut Will Be 
Restored in Installments 
Over Period of Slightly 
Less Than Lear. 
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WASHINGTON, April 26.—(?)— 
Railroad workers and their employers 
worked out an arrangement today for 
giving back to the workers during the 
next year the 10 per cent that had 
been cut from their wages. 

The agreement was reached in 
amicable negotiations after the ad- 
ministration had given up hope of a 
friendly settlement through such con- 
ferences. , 

It ended a month of claims and 
counter claims during which a com- 
mittee composed of a dozen railroad 
managers and 21 representatives of 
labor unions had argued across a con- 
ference table. 

This is what they worked out: 

The railroads will increase wages 
2 1-2 per cent July 1; 2 1-2 per cent 
January 1, 1935, and 5 per cent April 
1, 1985, thus putting them back to 


where they were in 1931.

With an increase of 65 per eent for 
the week ending April 25 over the 
same period of 1933, Atlanta led the 
entire nation in gain in bank clear- 
ings, .aceording to res. released 
Thursday by Dun & Bi reet. 

Atlanta bankers attributed much of 
the gain to increased business in this 
section, which has consistenly recorded 
greater increases in clearings, postal 
receipts and department store business 
volume than other localities, 

There was an increase of 28.2 per 
cent in bank clearings for the week 
over the same week last year in the 
United States, Dun & Bradstreet an- 
nounced, while there was an increase 
of 24.6 per cent in New York. 

“Atlanta is certainly leading the na- 
tion in recovery,” one banking offi- 
cial stated Thursday. He said he was 
of the opinion that the 65 per cent 
increase in clearings was due to some 
degree to the lack of confidence on the 
part of the people during the same pe- 
riod last year, which followed the 
banking holiday.

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Unusual Meat Dishes.

Have you ever wished for some- 
thing different in meats, something 
that would be a change for steaks, 
chops and roasts? I think most of 
us have and while we were making 
this wish we were overlooking the por- 
tions of the meat animal which are 
known as “meat delicacies.” These are 
the liver, heart, kidneys, tripe, sweet- 
breads and brains. 

These. meats are rich in. vitamins 
and minerals and because of this are 
particularly valuable in the diet. 

Since many questions are asked as 
to the cooking of these meats, the fol- 
lowing recipes may he of help to you: 

Broiled Kidneys. 

Small kidneys, bacon drippings, salt 
and pepper, grated nutmeg. 

Split kidneys; cover with boiling 
water and simmer over a low fire for 
five minutes. Drain and remove the 
skin. Dip into melted bacon drippings 
and season with salt, pepper and nut- 
meg. Broil five to eight minutes, turn- 
ing gig bene and brushing with drip- 
pings. with any preferred sauce. 


Soak brains in cold water for one 
hour; remove membranes and, parboil 
in salted water to which a little vine- 
gar or lemon juice has been added. 
Drain, cover with cold water and when 
cold, drain again. Separate into pieces 
the size of an oyster, dip in crumbs, 
then in egg, and then in crumbs again, 
Brown in butter or fry in deep fat 
and drain on unglazed paper. 

Tripe a la Creole. 

One pound boiled tripe, 2 cans to- 
matoes, 3 tablespoons bacon drippings, 
2 tablespoons chopped green pepper, 3 
tablespoons chopped onion, 1 table- 
spoon Worcestershire sauce, 2 t&ble- 
spoons flour, 2 teaspoons salt, 1-2 tea- 
spoon paprika. 

Method: Melt drippings in frying 
pan; add onion and cook until brown, 
add tomatoes and cook 10 minutes. 
Mash through strainer and add flour 
which has n mixed with cold wa- 
ter; boil five minutes, season. Wash 
and dry tripe, cut in small pieces, 
sprinkle wit flour, brown on both 

sides in hot dfippings, add green pep- 
per and then add to sauce. Garnish 
with boiled rice and parsley. Serves

Liver Loaf. 

Remove skin from one pound of beef 
liver, cut into slices and cook in boil- 
ing salted water for five minutes. 
Drain, put through the meat grinder 
and add: One cup bread crumbs, 2 
tablespoons tomato ketchup, 1-3 cup 
fresh pork, chopped; salt and pepper 
to taste, 1 tablespoon finely chopped 
onion, 1 egg, beaten; juice 1-2 lemon. 

Mix well together and turn into 
baking pan lined with slices of bacon. 
Press the mixture firmly into the pan 
and lay strips of bacon on top. Bake 
in a moderate oven 1 1-2 hours. Serves

EUROPE’S UNREST. 

Of all the nations in Europe, 
only two, Italy and Russia, are free 
from definite currents of unrest, 
and in these two the peaceful con- 
ditions that exist are enforced by 
the mailed fists of all-powerful dic- 
tators. 

Reports from Spain tell of out- 
breaks, with bullets and bombs play- 
ing a prominent part, because of 
religious dissatisfaction. In France 
the communist threat is becoming 
daily more aggravated, with disor- 
ders sending hundreds daily to 
prisons and hospitals, In Germany 
the communists are also trouble- 
some, despite Hitler’s firm hold on 
the government, and the religious 
question is likewise a disturbing 
issue. 

Austria, fresh from a civil war 
that saw hundreds of its men and 
women shot down in their homes 
and on the city streets, is ready 
for an explosion, and the other cen- 
tral European nations are seething 
with plots of various kinds. Even 
in England, the fascist black shirts 
only a few days ago staged a meet- 
ing with an attendance of- more 
than 10,000, in which the attacks 
on the government were little less 
than treasonable. 

Of all the great peoples of the 
earth, only those of the United 
States have anything like the sém- 
blance of sound internal peace. We 
have no greater national asset than 
our good sportsmanship in our at- 
titude towards government control.

When we are defeated at the polls, 


we take our loss in good humor, 
and, instead of resorting to bullets 
and bombs, lay our plans for the

It is a national characteristic that 
goes farther than anything else in 
contributing to stability of our gov- 
ernment and of every condition af- 
fecting our daily lives.

STERILIZATION IN CALIFORNIA. 


In view of the movement, which 
has received the indorsement of the 
medical associations of the state, 
for the enactment of a sterilization 
law in Georgia, there will be gen- 
eral interest in the report of the 
Human Betterment Foundation, of 
Pasadena, in which the experience 
of California for 25 years with such 
a law is reviewed. 


Sterilization is not a panacea, the 
report holds, but in the light of 
California’s experience, it does ap- 
pear to be an integral and impor- 
tant part of any far-sighted ‘and 
modern program for dealing with 
the tremendous problem of mental 
disease and deficiency, for helping 
to reduce the burden of taxation, 
and at the same time for prevent- 
ing some of the most poignant 
misery. and suffering that now 
exist.“ 

Since the law became effective 
in April, 1909, California has ster- 
ilized 10,200 men and women, of 
whom three-fourths were insane 
and one-fourth feeble-minded, the 
ratio between the sexes being about 
equal, 

The law provides for compulsory 
sterilization, but the written. con- 
sent of the nearest relative is al- 
ways sought, and in the vast. ma- 
jority of cases has been obtained. 

California was one of the first 
states or nations to pass such 2 
law and has sterilized as many men 
and women as all the rest of the 


world put together, the foundation; 
Now such laws exist“

many foreign countries, a total of 
150,000,000 people living under 
these statutes. 3 


Since there is on record no in- 
stance of ill effects upon the health 
of a patient from sterilization, and 
since the patient is not unsexed, 
the foundation reports that the 
operation is not a punishment, but 
a protection, and as such is, in 
most cases, eagerly welcomed by 
the patient and his family.”

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


YOU HAD BETTER KNOW ABOUT 
SPRAY INFECTION. 
When I was about to talk about 
this important health question over a 
national broadcasting chain the 
censor of the broadcasting company 
insisted that I omit all reference to 


conversation. He interposed no ob- 
jection to references to the spray 


ing, but forbade reference to the 
equally dangerous conversational 
spray, on the strange ground that it 
might be unpleasant for listeners to 
think about it! Far be it from me to 
imagine that the sponsors of many 
radio programs would expect the 
broadcasting company to do its duty 
in a situation like that. 

Every one knows that during 
sneezing or coughing more or less 
spray is shot from nose and mouth, 
because the droplets in such spray 
are often quite visible. But during 
ordinary conversation a similar spray 
is given off, only it is less apparent 
because the droplets are too fine to 
be noticed, as a rule, Yet the drop- 
lets of moisture, mucus or other se- 
cretion may contain the germs or 
virus of disease. whether spray is 
produced by coughing or sneezing or 
by talking. 

There is a_ difference between 
cough or sneeze spray (with nose and 
mouth uncovered) and conversation 
spray. The cough or sneeze spray 
carries up to 10 or 12 feet, while 
the spray from ordinary talking car- 
ries less than five feet from the nose 
or mouth (uncovered). This has been 
precisely measured by scientific in- 
vestigators. It is not guesswork. 

The inference which we should 
draw from this is plain and practical. 
When you bare the cri or when yon 
meet or associate with any one who 
has it, you are beyond effective range

There Is Equality Before the Law If the 


Bank Rolls Are Equal 
By Robert Quillen 


Some weeks ago. the law took its revenge on two groups of young 
men who had violated the rules of society. 

The boys in the first group were black. They were guilty of murder. 

They had grown up much as domestic cattle do. They could neither 
read nor write. They were stupid. Except for their cotton shirts, their 
overalls and their shapeless shoes, they differed but little from the simple 
creatures that were brought to America in the hold of slave ships. 

The law butchered them. 

The other group was composed of white boys. 
of operating a whisky still in the mountains. 

They were dressed like the black boys—cotton shirts, overalls, shape- 
less shoes. They never had possessed underclothes or socks, 

They had never “been to school.” They had never before ventured 
from the shadow of their mountains. They had never slept in a bed. 
They were part of the stagnant backwash left in mountain coves when 
the first wave of pionéer emigrants invaded the wilderness. They kept 
soul and body together by the only means they knew. 

The law sent them to prison. 

The guilty must be punished, you will say, and the law can make 
no exceptions. 

But — the members of that first group—the killers—had been 
rich and powerful racketeers. * 

They would be out on bond now. The witnesses against them would 
disappear. Shrewd lawyers would find ways to trick justice and save 
them. — 
Or suppose the others—the mountain boys—had been ‘big shots 
of the prohibition era. 

Federal agents found their little still, but none would have seen their 
block-long breweries. Their trucks, laden with alcohol and often escorted 
by police, would have gone to market unmolested. Rich bankers would 
nave financed them and the keenest of lawyers advised them. 

What does it mean? What can it mean except that poverty and 
ignorance are the only crimes? 

Strip away all pretense and you must face the ugly truth that laws 


apply only to the poor and the friendless, 
4 (Copyright, 1934, for The Constituties.)

Originally they were held in the Old 
Willard, and when that hotel passed 
they were continued in the edifice now 
known as the old New Willard. The 
Mayflower hotel, a new one in which 
many of the minor statesmen and lob- 


| byists now have their residential quar- 


ters, made some seductive passes at 
the Gridiron Club in the hope of win- 
ning over this profitable business and 
the prestige and publicity which nat- 
urally ensue. But the Gridiron Club 
repulsed the Mayflower, with its hy- 
draulic vators and reinforced con- 
crete construction and its resident sen- 
ators, including Huey P. Long, and 
remained true to its traditions and the 
old New Willard. 

Exclusive as it is nowadays, the 
Gridiron is about as liberal as the In- 
ternational Order of Barflies as com- 
pared with the original Gridiron. The 
old Gridiron did not elect subcorre- 
spondents, but held out for head cor- 
respondents under a ‘eustom or rule 
which implied that the head corre- 
spondent was necessarily more distin- 
guished than an assistant. This cus- 
tom, or rule, rather riled the assistant 
correspondents, who greatly outnum- 
ber the chiefs in the Washington bu- 
reaus. They knew that in many cases 
the assistants did the work for which 
the chief took the bows. But the head 
correspondents of the Gridiron stood 
off and, on the occasions of their 
great ceremonial dinners, showered 
themselves with bouquets as persons 
of unusual importance in the national 
capital. In the natural course of 
things some of them became lobbyists 
or were fired. for one reason or another 
and were succeeded by their assistants 
who then me members of the 
Gridiron themselves. Life went on 
and on in the Gridiron. 

But for many years it waggpunder- 
stood that press association , even 
though they might be chiefs of bu- 
reaus, Hearst men and.

Membership in the club is likely to 
impose considerable social and home- 
office pressure on the man who wears 
the gilded Gridiron in his lapel and 
considerable expense, too. The active 
member is allowed to invite three 
guests to each of the two annual din- 
ners and these occasions have become 
so famous and, with their limited facil- 
ities, so difficult to crash, that thou- 
sands of Americans eat their hearts 
out and resort to every possible influ- 
ence or angle to obtain invitations. 
Consequently the member long ago lost 
any personal choice as to whom he 
would invite to the Gridiron dinner 
which also included an amateur the- 
atrical show. He can not spare in- 
vitations for his friends. The dinner 
has become a roll-call of big shots 
whom the members themselves may 
never have met. The list is very sim- 
ilar to that of Tex Rickard’s very best 
people who always had the first three 
rows at his great prizefight promo- 
tions. Many of the big shots among 
the current standard Gridiron list 
are survivors of the late Flo Zieg- 
keld's first-night roster. 

It is presumed that the member in 
each case pays for the tickets of-his 

ests but the expense came to from 
15 to $25 per head under prohibition 
and, now that three flavors of wine 
are served, the price per big shot is 
somewhat higher.

The box ball, 
the greatest affair of modern times, 
the tallest compliment ever paid to 
a little man, the fullest libation ever 
poured upon the altar of the muses, 
came off last evening in fine style. 
Everything answered the public ex- 
pectations and no untoward Gircum- 
stances occurred to make anybody 
sorry he went,

Shields, with scenes 
painted from several stories of 
Dickens, the titles of his works on 
others, surrounded with wreaths, 
the dome formed of flags and the 
side walls in fresco representi.g 
the panels of an ancient oaken hall. 


A small stage was erected at the 
extreme end... before which a 
curtain was suspended exhibiting 
the portly proportions of the im- 
mortal Pickwick, his prince of valets 
and his bodyguard of choice cronies. 
This curtain was raised in the in- 
tervals between cotillions and 
waltzes to diselose a stage on which 
were exhibited a series of tableaux 
vivants forming groups of charac- 
ters in the most striking incidents 
of ‘Pickwick’, ‘Nicholas Nick eby’, 
‘Oliver Twist’, ‘The Old Curiosity 
Shop’, ‘Barnaby Rudge’, ete.“ The 
theater began to fill at 7:30.0’clock 
and at 9, when Mr. and Mrs. Dick- 
ens were introduced, upward of 
2,500 men and women greeted the 
distinguished pair.

“The year 1864 was the turning 
point in the war,” Yoemans said, “and 
as usual Georgia was the crux of the 
situation. The capture of Vicksburg 
cut the Confederacy in twain. From 
then on Georgia bore the brunt of the 
conflict. 

“From the very inception of the 
Confederacy, Georgia had been the 
chief manufacturing center of mili- 
tary supplies. Arms, ammunitions, 
clothing aad other military supplies 
were manufactured in Etowah, Co- 
lumbus, Macon, Augusta, Milledge- 
ville and Atl.nta. 

War Localized. 

„The war had become localized in 
Virginia and Georgia and Georgia was 
the crucial turning point. If, the army 
then on Georgia soil, made up largely 
of Georgians, could be destroyed and 
the state laid waste, the source of 
supply for substance, arms and am- 
munition for the army of Virginia 
would be entirely cut off and the 
struggle ended. 

„The federal forces centered their 
activities in Georgia, and at Chicka- 
mauga one of the greatest battles of 
the entire war was fought, then fol- 
lowed in quick succession the battles 
of Lookout Mountain, Missionary 
Ridge and Jater Ringgold, Dalton, Re- 
sacca, Kennesaw, Atlanta and Jones- 
boro, which ultimately ended in the 
collapse of the Confederacy.” 

Turning to Georgia’s Confederate 
yeterans. Yeomans expressed the fear 
that sufficient funds will not be real- 
ized to pay pensions in full for 1934. 
He explained that the 1931 legisla- 
ture levied a tax of 20 per cent on all 
cigars and cigarets and appropriated 
the net proceeds for the years 1932 
and 1933 to the payment of pensions. 

He said the legislature of 1933 
reduced this tax to 10 per cent great- 
ly reducing the income and making it 
doubtful if sufficient funds will be 
realized, from the tax to pay the pen- 
sions in full. 

The attorney-general comniended the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy 
for “keeping alive the memories of 
days which tried men’s souls” and for, 
“nerpetuating the ideals and purposes 
which actuated the heroes and 
heroines of those days to undergo 
hardships unequaled by any people. 

“We fought to preserve the consti- 
tution,” he concluded. We bowed to 
the mandates of battle. We are now in 
the Union and we are here to stay and 
with all patriotic Americans, north, 
east, south and west, work out our 
common destiny.” : 

Seven hundred school pupils, includ- 
ing the military unit, marched to the 
soldiers’ cemetery here where flowers 
were placed on the 110 graves.

SHADOW OF KENNESAW: 
LOOMS OVER BATTLEFIELD

MARIETTTA, Ga., April 26.—(4) 
The Shadow of Kennesaw mountain 
looms peacefully on the graves of Con- 
federate and Union troops who fought 
a fierce battle on the mountain side 
in the sixties, 

oday Georgians joined with resi- 
dents of Alabama, Mississippi and 
Florida to pay honor to the soldier 
dead who fell in the Battle of Kenne- 
saw Mountain and other engagements 
of the War Between the States. 

It was Confederate Memorial Day, 
and the graves of the south’s dead 
were decorated again with flowers and 
the Confederate soldiers were eulogized 
once more—just as they have been 
since the custom started in 1866. 

The battle on the mountain slo 
here was one of the last stands the 
Confederates made in their efforts ‘to 
keep General W. T. Sherman out of 
Atlanta. But the blue-clad soldiers 
swept on and later took Atlanta and 
then marched on to the sea, The list 
of dead in the Kennesaw mountain 
fight was large. 

Troops of both armies are buried 
here. Other cemeteries containing the 
soldiers of the south dot the four 
states observing their memory today. 

The idea of a Memorial Day came 
from two cities of the same name— 
Columbus, Ga. and Columbus, Miss. 
The first Memorial Day service was 
held in Columbus, Ga., April 26, 1866. 
Mrs. John Tyler called a group of her 
friends together and formed the 
Ladies’ Memorial Association in Co- 
lumbus, Ga. 

From that beginning, the custom 
Memorial Day is observed in prac- 
tically every state. While Confederate 
Memorial Day is designated as April 
in (ieorgia, Florida, Mississippi 
gnd Alabama, Memorial Day in the 
other states on May 30.

To make clear the power of the 
farm administration to provide in 
benefit contracts with farmers limita- 
tions or reductions in the production 
of non-basic commodities, 

Basic commodities are those named 
in the farm act. There were seven 
originally—wheat,, corn, hogs, cotton, 
rice, tobacco and dairy products. Sev- 
eral others have been added at this 
session. 

Wallace said this power was needed 
to prevent “a-dislocation of the com- 
petitive situation in non-basic com- 
modities resulting from the reduction 
in acreage or production of basic com- 
modities under benefit contracts.” 

Amendments. 

Other amendments would: 

Make it clear that the secretary has 
the power through licensing to pre- 
vent non-co-operating handlers of farm 
commodities from shipping their prod- 
ucts in interstate commerce. is 
would apply, however, only to a spe- 
cific commodity whose distributors 
had been licensed through a market- 
. agreement. 

icense producers, but only where 
they are at the same time distributors 
of agricultural commodities. 

Specify that the secretary may pro- 
rate amounts that may be purchased 
from producers through licensing but 
only where rice, milk, and its prod- 
ucts, peanuts, flax, dry edible beans, 
vegetables, fruits or naval stores are 
concerned. Such prorations, the sec- 
retary said, may apply to producers 
only after two-thirds of the growers 
agree it should be done. 

Still another important amendment 
would give the administrators of the 
farm act authority to take into ac- 
count in determining a. parity price 
for a crop current farm labor costs, 
interest on farm indebtedness, 
taxes on farm property. 

Parity price—the goal, ot the farm 
act —is defined as the pfice at which 
‘farm commodities must sell to have a 
purchasing power equal to that in the 
period from August, 1909, to Jaly, 
1914. In the case, however, of tobacco 
the base —— fs that from August, 
1919, to July, 1929. 

The result of taking additional fac- 
tors into consideration proba obably will 
be the setting of a higher parity price 
and Will result in higher processing 
taxes. 


Merritt To Open Fight 
On Stock ‘Control Bill 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—()— 
Trouble ahead in the house for the 
stock market control bill was sighted 
Wednesday, with announcement that a 
group headed by Representative Mer- 
ritt, republican, Connecticut, would 
file a minority report. 

Word of this came shortly after the 
commerce committee without a dis- 
senting vote ordered the revised 
Fletcher-Rayburn measure reported to 
the house where Chairman Rayburn, 
democrat, Texas, hopes to bring it up 
for consideration Monday under pro- 
eedure that will permit amendments 
to be offered from the floor. 

Merritt said the basis of the mi- 
nority report would ‘be that the bill 
not only regulates stock exchanges but 
‘will permit the federal trade commis- 
sion to interfere with the business of 
corporations.” 

The house measure differs in many 
respects from. the bill ordered report- 
ed by the senate banking committee. 
It would provide for a statutory mar- 
gin requirement of 45 per cent, where- 
as the s nate measure would leave the 
fixing of margins to the federal re- 


serve board.

White Metal Holders. 


WASHINGTON, April 26—()— 
The senate’s well-known appetite for 


investigations was whetted today by 


the treasury department's submission 
of a list of “possible” silver holders, 
including Everett Sanders, chairman 
of the republican national committee. 

Whether the inquiry will be made 
will be determined at a meeting to- 
morrow of the banking committee, but 
Chairman Fletcher told the senate 
today it was “likely.” 

The list was submitted to Fletch- 
er by Secretary, Morgenthau “for 
such further attention as you may 
deem warranted.” The treasury head 
said difficulty had been encountered 
in investigating the holdings listed and 
“further investigation” would be neces- 
sary to complete the inquiry. 

The list submitted by Morgenthau 
today contained more names of inter- 
est to the public than the previous 
two, but there was sey a, on the 
surface to indicate any holdings by 
those who have been prominent in the 
movement for the remonetization of 
silver, 

Sanders, who maintains a Washing- 
ton law office in addition to serving 
as chairman of the republican nation- 
al committee, was listed as the holder 
of long futures contracts for 75,000 
ounces of silver. 

Frank A. Vanderlip, a member of 
the committee for the nation which 
has been active in monetary legisla- 
tion, and one of the sponsors of the 
recent dinner to members of congress 
interested in silver legislation, was re- 
ported to hold long futures for 300,- 
000 ounces.
